Canada and the Decimal System. 

It is exactly fifty years ago since 
Canada adopted the decimal system, 
and it is therefore no wonder fhat Fo 
few Canadians are rble to readily crl- 
culate in pounds, shillings and pence. 
The old system Canada abolished was 
not sterling, but a sort of a mongrel 
currency that had grown up here and 
taken the name of ‘‘Halifax.” It was 
not besed on the decimal princinle, 
and yet there was some rational rela- 
tion between its pound and the doller 
of the decimal currency. "The pound? 
was exactly equal to four dollars, ent 
therefore a little more than three shil- 
lines less than the British pownd. 

Men in business can recall the ol? 
arithmetic of their schooldays, and 
the rules it contained telling how to 
“reduce” sums from one currency to 
another. In 1858 the old Canadien 
currency wes made to disappear, anc 
sipce phen the simple decimal system 
has prevailed. 


Falls of Labrador. 


Two travelers who have returned to 
8t. John’s, Newfoundland, after a 
visit to the famous Grand Fallg in 
Labrador, have given a glowing de- 
scription of their trip, which occupied.

A LONG DRINK. . 


The Way a Fast Running Locomotive 
Scoops Up Water. 

Some of the great transcontinental 

engines take on 8,000 gallons, or 245 

barrels, of water to be turned into 


steam for the next run of two bours, or | 


about sixty miles. But such a vast 
amount of water is a burden, and new 
supplies are desired oftener, It is a 
loss. of time to stop and let such vast 
quantities come aboard through a pipe; 
hence some way of taking water while 
rushing at full speed is desirable. It 
has been found. How? 

If you make a scoop of your hand 


and swing it swiftly, the hollow side}. 


forward, into water some of it will 
be likely to spurt up your sleeve. That 
is nature’s bint. Follow it up. Find a 
leyel place in the road and put down 
an iron trough four ‘inches deep, four- 
teen inches wide and one-eighth of a 
mile long. The engine comes rushing 
along and, having passed the end, drops 
a scoop into this trough. There is -a 
general splutter of water, but a tre- 
mendous stream rushes up the sleeve 
of the dropped hand and pours into the 
water tank. When it is full the fire- 
man raises the scoop or it glides up 
the slope at the far end of the trough, 
and the engine is watered for the next 
run.—Epworth Herald. 


Uses For Baby Carriages. 


East siders in New York use their 
baby carriages until they literally falr 
apart.§Of course the primary purpose 
is served well and often, as the fam- 
ily is generally a good sized one. Then 
the carriage is used for a market and 
shopping wagon, being piled high. with 
‘potatoes, greens, fruit and household 
goods of all kinds from_nefghboring 


stores and push carts. The east sider 
doesn't often have his things sent 
home.

The Way the Thin, Seamless Tubes 
‘Are Bent Without Injury, 

Saxhorns, so called after a famous 
Belgian family named Sax, who in- 
vented and introduced these instru- 
ments about the middle of the last cen- 
tury, ‘are the mainstay*of all. modern 
brass bands. «They are manufactured 
in matiy different sizes, from high so- 
prano to the huge contrabass or bom- 
bardon, and the most important of the 
lot is the euphonium, which supplanted 
the now obsoleté “serpents” and ophi- 
cleides. ‘The tallest saxhorn ever made” 
stands eight feet high and contains 
more than forty feet of tubing. 

The.advantage of seamless or “solid 
drawn” tubes for such instruments as 
trombones and horns is considerable, 
since, no matter how good the join 
may be, sooner or later the action of 
the breath will wear away the solder, 

To bend these thin brass tubes with- 
out splitting or denting the metal was 
at one time very difficult, but,- thanks 
to a most ingenious artifice, the opera- 
tion is now both safe and simple. The 
tube is first washed out with a chem- 
ical substance, such as is used by 
plumbers to prevent solder from ad- 
hering where it is not wanted, and it 
is then completely filled with molten 
lead poured in froma ladle. Thus sup- 
ported from within, the brass is easily 
and safely bent to the required shape, 
the lead being afterward removed by 
heat.— Pearson's. 


A CURIOUS WORD. 


Twists That May Be Given to “Ba” In 
the Chinese Language. 

In the Chinese language the same 
word may be given several different 
meanings by the modulation of the 
voice. The same thing nay happen to 
the English “Yes.” which may be pro- 
nounced .so as to mean “I assent to 
that,” or “I am doubtful,” or “Indeed 2?” 
An eminent authority on philology 
gives an amusing illustration of these 
modulations in the Annamitic lan- 
guage, a monosyllabic tongue spoken 
by the people of Tonquin and Cochin 
China. . 

In this language the syllable “ba” 
pronounced with a grave accent means 
a lady, an ancestor. Pronounced with 
the sharp accent, it means the favorite 
of a prince. Pronounced witb the semi- 
grave accent, it means what has been 
thrown away. Pronounced with the. 
grave circumflex, it means what bas 
been left of a fruit after the juice has 
been squeezed out. Pronounced with 
no accent, it means three. Pronounced 
with the ascending or interrogation ac- 
cent, it means a box on the ears. 

Thus the word “ba,” in the order giv-, 
en above, {s said to mean, if properly 
pronounced, ‘Three ladies gave a box 
on the ear to the favorite of the 
prince.”
